LONDON, Mar. 27, (10:44 p.m.)—‘‘The British infantry stormed 
today and took first and second line German trenches along a front 
of 600 yards at St, Eloi,’’ says the British official communication is- 
sued this evening. 

The text of the statement reads: n 

‘This morning, after exploding mines, infantry of the Northum- 
berland Fusiliers and Royal Fusiliers assaulted the German salient 
at St. Eloi suecessfully, taking first and second line trenches on a 
front of some six hundred yards. Heavy casualties are known to 
have been caused to the enemy. Two officers and 168 men were 
made prisoners, 

“The artillery activity today has been mainly confined to the 
neighborhood of Angres, Wulveghem, St. Eloi and Weiltje. 

‘Last night and today there has been much mining activity. 
At La Boisselle we successfully exploded a mine. ‘To the south of 
Neuville-St. Vaast and near the Hohenzollern redoubt there has been 
crater fighting, in which we were successful. 

‘Opposite Hulluch the enemy exploded mines last night, damag- 
ing our trenches and causing some casualties. We are established in 
the erater formed by the explosion,.’’

PARIS, Mar. 6.—People say that 
Henri Philipe Petain swears. They 
say he has a magnificent command 
of language. They say that when 
something goes wrong Henri Phil- 
ippe Petain makes use of that com- 
mand, 

"Why the perdition did you give 
up those positions?” demanded Gen- 
eral Petain on February 25, when the 
battle of Verdun had been, under way 
four days. 

“Because they 
was the reply. 

*Perdition’s flames" shouted Petain., 
"Give me 12,000 men and 1 will win 
them back,” 


Perhaps that is one of the tradi- 
tions that grow so rapidly about the 
personality of a successful general. 
The battle of Verdun is still going on 
as this is written, The Germans are 
hammering with 250,000 men-—or 
with what is left of them—to break 
the French line at the salient drawn 
about the fortress. Reports from,the 
frontier have it that 242 trains filled 
with wounded have passed through 
Aix-la-Chapelle and other near-by 
towns, the blinds drawn close that the 
people in Germany may not guess at 
the cost of this battle, One's ears 
are filled with stories which are as 
yet impossible of verification. Pere 
haps that of Henri Philippe Petain’s 
wrath is to be considered only as a 
proof that the people have at once 
recognized his greatness as a leader, 
Such tales do not spring up about an 
uninspiring personality, 

“A great chief is what the Petit 
Journal called him when President 
Potncare sent his congratulations to 
Petain through General Jofire. The 
signigficance of this is that it Is the 
first time anything of the sort has 
happened since the war began. The 
French censor has insisted upon 
anonymity for French military chief- 
tains. Whether a general gwon higher 
honors or whether he passed tu” the 
“Oyster Bed''-—that town in southern 
France where report hag it Joffre has 


were untenable,” 


marooned his inefficilents—ilttle was 
said. The honors accorded Vetain 
through the French press are an evi- 
dence of the position he holds today 
in the French army, 

Was Almost a Failure. 

He began the war as a colonel of 
dragoons, this Petain. One hears that H 
he was about to. be retired, That 
he had reached no higher rank in 
the thirty-six years of his service is 
sufficient proof that he had not been 
regarded as a highly efficient officer. 
The moment the war opened he be- 
gan to go up. Sixty years old he is 
now, and he may be higher than his 
present rank of commander of an 
army. His story would tit well in the 
history of the Napoleonic times. He 
charges at the head of his men, 
whether with whip in one hand and 
pistol in the other, as he did when he 
led his riders into the German ranks 
at Dinant, in August, 1914, or with 
knife and pistol, as when he cut 
through the ring bv night and rescued 
half a regiment that had been, cut off 
in the Artois in May, 1915, 


“One does not win such stars as his 
in command of an office,” says the 
French soldiers, 

Above every other general in the 


least so far as the 
public has been informed—Petain ad- 
heres to the old tradition of persc 1 
leadership. Tle lives with his men, 
In the battle at Verdun he spent his 
time in a motor car, He thrusts de- 
spatch riders off motoreycles in order 
that he may ride more furiously to 
an observation point. His chauffeurs 
are picked men, who have been se- 
lected for their recklessness. After a 
short experience with this man they 
often ask to be returned to the 
trenches. 

“One might as well die comfortably 
by a shell,” they say, “as to be ditched |

yet rests upon military gossip only 
Petain was given command = of that 
situation after he had already taken 
it.

GRANDE PRAIRIE COMPLETED 
/ AMID POPULAR REJOICING 


Get Water Free, 

The commissioner of public works, 
Lethbridge, writes to the city commis- 
sioners, saying that they have not yet

Frairie at Last Have Transportation Facilities Brought to Their + 
Door+-Running of Freight and Passenger Trains to Start 
Immediately—Distance by Rail From Edmonton to Grande 
Prairie is 407 Miles—An Historic and Epochal Event in the His- 
tory of Edmonton and the Province 


Edmonton now is connected up by rail with Grande Prairie City. 
The gladsome news is brought to the city by W. Rathbone Smith, the 
general manager of the E., D. and B.C, and allied railways, who 
made a special trip to Grande Prairie with a large party of friends, 
and was present on Wednesday last when the big track-laying outfit, 
known as the Pioneer, completed the home stretch into the heart of 
the town, amid cheers from a crowd of two hundred and fifty who 


had assembled to witness the historic event. 


Nor did the joyousness 


end with the cheers, for a big banquet, presided over by William 
Rae, J.P., was held in the town hall in the evening, and congratula- 
tions were extended to the company for the remarkable celerity with 
which the work had been accomplished; to the general manager and 
chief engineer, W. Rathbone Smith, whose energy was a big contri- 
buting factor to the final success; and to the government of Alberta, 
under the leadership of the Hon, A. L. Sifton, whose guarantee policy 
has eliminated the prairie schooner for ever in the history of the 


Grande Prairie district. 


The speeches‘all reflected the popular feeling of relief and grati- 


tude. 


Many of those present had reached Grande Prairie by the 


never-to-be-forgotten Edson trail, with its pitfalls and dangers, the 
journey occupying weeks and sometimes months; others had travelled 
by the more circuitous route via Athabasea, Lesser Slave Lake, Peace 
River Crossing and Dunvegan; and all had a distinct recollection of 
hardships overcome, and obstacles surmounted—impediments that 
caused the stoutest heart to flinch, but the removal of which did but 
illustrate the sturdy character, the invincible faith, the dauntless 
energy of those who found their way to the fertile acres of Grande 
Prairie and made them blossom as the rose. 

These pioneers, for the greater part, possessed very little wordly 


wealth, 
board wagon or sleigh.

Family after family carried their ‘‘all’’ on a solitary buck- 
Many of them had never had any agricul- 
It was a new venture for them, destinedsto be full

The Cloud on the Horizon 

The only cloud on the horizon dur- 
ing the past few years has been the 
lack of transportation facilities. The 
provincial government at first enden- 
vored to meet this need by guarantce- 
ing the bonds of the Onoway-leace 
River line of the C.N.R., which is 
routed through Gran Prairie City. 
Owing to the apparent inability of 
the company, however, to proceed 
with the work, Premier Sifton deter- 
mined to leave no stone unturned in 
his efforts to secure for the Grande 
Prairie settlers those facilities for 
which they had waited so long, and at 
last, by guaranteeing the bonds of a 


branch of the E., D. and B.C, from 
Spirit River, succeeded in inducing 
J, D. MeArthur to undertake the 
work. 


The guarantee, covering fifty miles, 
at $20,600~per mile, was authorized 
only at the session of the legislature 
last year, but Mr. McArthur, notwith- 
standing the fact that financial conci- 
tions would not allow of the sale of 
the bonds, immediately let the con- 
tract for grading, which was carried 
on_in the face of almost insuperable 
difficulties, and wag finally completed 
before frost set in. The completion 
of the steel to Spirit River, on the 
main line of the E., D. and B.C., early 
this year, enabled the steel-laying 
gangs to at once continue operations 


on the Grande Prairie branch, with 
the result that Grande Prairie resi- 
dents, in an extraordinarily  shovt 


space of time, are now on 
way of commerce, 


A Noteworthy Achievement

Looking at the matter from a mer- 
cenary point of view, Edmonton as a 
city has profited immensely by all this 
railway construction. Hundreds of 
thousands of dollars have been paid 
out yearly in wages, and ag much 
more for supplies, and all contribut- 
ing to local prosperity. But there is 


of course the larger and the proper 
view—-the bringing of millions of 
acres of arable land within easy 


reach, and enabling the settlement of 
thousands of homesteads, to the even-

Conservative Opposition 


The opposition members of the

But although these’ criticisms may 
be heard within the four walls of the 
legislative chamber from the Tory 
benches, their radius is certainly not 
extended to the north, where settlers 
have depended on local markets and 
have had to live a hand-to-mouth ex- 
istence because of their inability to 
dispose of their grain and produce.
